Assessor: Many Business Assessments Going Up 


Returns 
By Stores * 
Are Praised 
By MARJORIE MARLETTE 


Journal Staff Writer 


Though figures are still to be 


totaled, Lancaster County Asses- 
sor Arthur Davis says he thinks 
"a Jot of business assessments 
are going up this year. 


"I'm proud of the returns made 


by locally owned stores," he as- 
serted. 


(The assessor himself has in- 
creased the valuations on three 
businesses operated 
here 
but 


owned out of the state—one by 
more than 400 per cent.) 


As an example of an assess- 


ment increased by the business 
itself, Davis cited a large Lin- 
coln store which included in its 
report a total of $1.066.240 in per- 
sonal property. This was a rise 
of $250,740 from last year's $815, 
500 total, he said. 


THE 
ASSESSMENT included 


$153,000 in iuimture and fix- 
tures, and a $912,640 inventory 
for 1954. For 1953, Davis said the 
business had returned $155,150 in 
fuimture and 
fixtuies, 
and a 


5060,350 inventory. 


In addition, the 
same 
iirm 


listed $844,000 in accounts re- 
ceivable (taxed as intangible A 
property compared to $304,000 in 
1953, Davis explained 
He re- 
marked that this "reflects \vhat 
we aheady 
know—that 
more 


people who used to pay cash 
are buying on credit." 


The retuins raised by the as- 
sessois had all been sent in from 
out of the state 
They were dis- 


covered to be too low by one of 
the business 
assessors, 
Davis 
said. 


II EEXPLAINED that he ar- 


rived at the new figures by con- 
sulting two certified public ac- 
countant firms familiar with the 
type of businesses 
in question 
and then increasing the assess- 
ments. 
The three were raised as fol- 


lows: 


Store 
A—from 
$4,926 
to 


$10,000. 


Store B—$3,920 to $18,000. 
Store C—$5,000 to $10,000. 
So far, store A has protested 


the raise while store C has re- 
mained silent, Davis said. 
Store B 
officials,

\\hile saying they considered the 
raise "a little severe," then ad- 
mitted to Davis by phone that 
they "had gotten in a rut " They 
said they did not, plan to pro- 
test 


Davis said other stores may 


still be raised since the business 
assessors are not through check- 
ing returns.
